General Jan Smuts gave his conception 
of the universe last month in his presiden- 
tial address before the British Association 
for the Advancement of Science in London. 
He presented two kinds of Evolution: one 
moving backwards and the other going 
ahead. He actually thinks he sees them 
both in operation at the present time. In 
essence, he believes that the entire universe 
is degenerating except man’s mind. The 
mind of man alone is evoluting; all other 
Evolution having ceased, turned around and 
started backwards. 

He said, “While the stream of physical 
tendency throughout the universe is on the 
whole downward, toward disintegration and 
dissipation, the organic movement, on this 
planet at least, is upward, and life struc- 
tures on the whole becoming more complex 
throughout the course of organic evolution. 
From the viewpoint of physics, life and 
mind are thus singular and exceptional phe- 
nomena, not in line with the movement of 
the universe as a whole. Perhaps we may 
even say that at the present epoch there is 
no other globe where life is at the level 
manifested on earth.....I suggest that at 
the present cosmic epoch we are the specta- 
tors of what is perhaps the grandest event 
in the immeasurable history of our uni- 
verse.” 

He continues, “Among the human values 
thus created science ranks with art and re- 
ligion. In its selfless pursuit of truth, in its 
vision of order and beauty, it partakes of 
the quality of both. More and more it is be- 
ginning to make profound esthetic and reli- 
gious appeal to thinking people. Indeed, it 
may fairly be said that science is perhaps 
the clearest revelation of God to our age. 
Science is at last coming into its own as one 
of the supreme goods of the human race.” 

After building up the kind of a system 
General Smuts builds up, it must have tak- 
en real courage to bring the name of God 
into the conglomeration as he does toward 
the close. He is remembered as a warrior 
in the Boer and World Wars rather than as 
a scientist. Perhaps this accounts for his 
courage.

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Has Romans 6:3, 4 anything to do with 
the form or mode of baptism? Also, what 
is the original meaning of the word baptize 
as used in the New Testament?” 

No, as the context will clearly show. Like 
all other passages of Scripture it is impos- 
sible to determine the meaning of this one 
unless read carefully in connection with 
what precedes and follows. 

The meaning of the word baptize is a 
much controverted question. On the final 
meaning of the word the best Greek schol- 
ars have never been able to agree. Peter 
says baptism by water is the answer of a 
good conscience (I Peter 3:21) and is a type 
or figure of the inward washing of regen- 
eration. In other words, it is the outward 
sign of an inward wrought work. It is not 
so much the mode of baptism as the work of 
grace of which baptism is the type or figure 
that counts.

A man said to me recently: 

“T don’t believe it, Winrod. I cannot ac- 
cept it. My reasoning power revolts. I can 
say honestly that I have no place in my 
thinking for anything supernatural. I came 
from a Christian home of the old-fashioned 
sort, and if there is a God I want to know it. 
1 am intellectually honest and I am search- 
ing after truth. I am trying to discover 
God, but the present enlightened 4ge has 
outgrown the idea of a transcendent Being 
as taught by dogmatic theology in times 
past.” 

In substance these were his words. He 
was a university trained man and our con- 
versation took place, recently, in a city in 
Indiana. I believed him to be betrayed in 
his thinking and I answered at once that 
his method was wrong in trying to “discov- 

r’”’ God, for the reason that God is not dis- 
covered; God is Revealed. And, I submit 
that there is a vast difference between a dis- 
covery and a revelation. 


Revealed in Experience 

Man by nature is a worshipful being. He 
is stamped indelibly with a religious in- 
stinet. This is one thing that differentiates 
him from the animal kingdom.,. This spirit- 
ual quality coming up from the deepest 
ocean depths of his being, this soul-thirst, 
will not be satisfied with philosophy and sci- 
entific apparatus. The man who looks for 
spiritual realities and yet lives only in his 
physical senses is like Pat looking for elec- 
tricity with a pick and a shovel after hear- 
ing it said that there were electric currents 
in the earth. Said the great Apostle to the 
Gentiles, “The things of God are spiritually 
discerned.” 

Revealed in Nature 

My second proposition is that God is re- 
vealed in nature. 

The atheist says, “There is no God.” In 
this negative statement we have a confes- 
sion that he possesses a deep religious in- 
stinet. If there is no God, why deny it? 
man has to be mighty religious to take the 
trouble to deny it. Unwittingly the atheism

of the atheist becomes his religion. Russia 
is one of the most religious spots in the 
world. Her atheism has become her reli- 
gion, called into existence by her sub-con- 
scious heart-ecry for God. If there is no 
God, from whence this universal cry of the 
heart for Him? I am thinking of the young 
man who said, “Sure I am an atheist and 
I thank God for it.” 

Can any one study nature and doubt that 
there is a God of nature? The carpet of 
green grass, the dazzling sunlight, the mu- 
sic of the bird, the mystery of the snow- 
flake, the babble of the brook, the beauty of 
the mountains, the stars of the heavens, the 
millions of worlds, suns and systems—could 
a scheme like this create itself? 


Revealed in Bible 

There is a mountain of evidence to the 
effect that the Bible is a unique, superna- 
tural revelation. The fact of fulfilled pro- 
phecy is an excellent argument. Hundreds 
of Bible prophecies have been fulfilled.

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Leaving for Porto Rico 
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After finding it necessary to postpone the 
sailing date twice, definite arrangements 
have been made for Dr. Winrod and Mrs. 
Winrod to sail for Porto Rico November 
10th. They will arrive in San Juan the 
morning of the 15th and will open their first 
Defenders Conference in Manati that eve- 
ning. Manati is about 40 miles from San 
Juan. Native Spanish Christians will meet 
them at the boat. A rapid speaking itiner- 
ary has been arranged which will take The 
Defender Message into the principle cities 
of the Island. The speaking tour will con- 
tinue three weeks with addresses scheduled 
for two or three times a day. Another week 
will be devoted to a systematic survey of the 
Island with the view of formulating plans 
to help precipitate a great spiritual awak- 
ening. The Winrod’s expect to get back to 
the States in time for Christmas dinner at 
home with their children. It is possible that 
“Sonny Boy” Gordon may accompany his 
parents. 

A band of loyal believers possessing the 
creative vision and message of The Defend- 
ers have been laboring in Porto Rico for 
several years. These people have solicited 
Dr. Winrod for some time about the possi- 
bility of building a great spiritual structure 
in the Island. At last all plans have been 
completed so that the sailing date can be 
definitely announced. The prayers of The 
Defender Family, to be united with prayers 
of the native Christians, are earnestly soli- 
cited. Gospel nerve-centers will be estab- 
lished all over the Island eventually. The 
Spanish Defender magazine will begin to 
take the form of a great Gospel journal. 

Porto Rico has 
social, moral and economic problems which 
can be solved only by a spiritual awakening.

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“PRE” AND “POST” The Rich Man and Lazarus 
By Oswald J. Smith, Pastor By Rev. William Van Zile 
of The Toronto Gospel Tabernacle Fancy Prairie, Illinois 





(Editor’s Note: The Rev. Mr. Smith continues his 
discussion this month on the Millennial subject. The 
following is an extract from a recent extemporaneocus 
address delivered in Chicago.) 

The business of the church is not to con- 
vert the world. Let us get this clear. Let 
us understand it. The business of the min- 
ister of the Gospel and the evangelist is 
not to christianize the nations. The business 
of the preacher is not to save the souls of 
all to whom he preaches. That is not his task. 
The business of the preacher is to “evangel- 
ize” the world; that is, to give to every 
man an adequate chance of accepting Jesus 
Christ and being saved. When he has done 
that, he has evangelized that man. 

The task of the christianization of the 
world is the task of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
It is His job. He is not going to do it in this 
dispensation. This is not the time nor the 
hour. But when He gets back again, when 
He reigns on the throne of His father 
David, He is going to usher in for the first 
time in the history of the world everlast- 
ing righteousness, and not until then. And 
if you try to do it now, you are trying to do 
it before the time is ripe. He is the only 
One Who is able to bring in righteousness 
and to transform the nations into what He 
would call Christian nations. 

Now, let us get to our task. Let us keep 
to our God-given plan. Let me be true to 
the vision of the Bible, and let us go out 
to evangelize. I will tell you what the post- 
millennialist will do. He will spend a lot of 
time doing social service work. He will 
build hospitals and schools and colleges, anil 
he will erect great mission stations, and he 
will do everything he can to influence 
foreign governments and to christianize 
politics and the social order; but the pre- 
millennialist, knowing that this world is re- 
jecting Jesus Christ and is in opposition to 
the kingdom of God, knowing that this 
world crucified the King, the pre-millen- 
nialist will go out with only the Message of 
the Gospel, to evangelize, and to trust the 
Holy Ghost to save souls here and there, 
everywhere, gathering out ‘a people for 
His name.” That is the difference, the dif- 
ference between pre-millennialism and post- 
millennialism. 

1 am sure that you here in the Tabernacle, 
as well as those listening over the air, know 
perfectly well what I mean by the term 
“pre” and “post.” You know that the post- 
millennialist believes that Jesus Christ will 
not come back again until the close of the 
millennium, until the end of the thousand 
years. Therefore he is not looking for Him, 
because he knows that His return is more 
than a thousand years distant, and he can- 
not be watching for Him at the present 
time. The post-millennialist believes that 
the business of the church is to christianize 
the world, and christianize society, to chris- 
tianize the nations, to christianize the social 
order, and to bring the principles of Jesus 
to bear upon politics. He is trying to do 
the impossible. He is attempting to do 
something that only Jesus Christ can ac- 
complish. He believes that he is to bring in 
the millennium, to usher in the Golden Age 
and then that, at the close of the Age, Jesus

“There was a certain rich man, which was clothed 
in purple and fine linen, and fared sumptuously every 
day; and there was a certain beggar named Lazarus, 
which was laid at his gate, full of sores, and desiring 
to be fed with the crumbs which fell from the rich 
man’s table; moreover the dogs came and licked his 
sores.” Luke 16—19, 20, 21. 


A great many Bible students say that 
this is a parable, but Christ said emphat- 
ically that, “there was,” impressing one 
with the thought that it was a statement of 
a real fact. God in His written Word to 
man, is ever warning us of danger, and tell- 
ing us, long before our evil doings have led 
us deep in sin, what the result will be for us. 

Jesus Christ was looking down through 
the ages, to the very day we are now living 
in, when He spoke of the rich man and Laza- 
rus; and His words had a far deeper mean- 
ing than merely a rich man and a beggar. 

Let us see if anything of that kind is hap- 
pening today. We have great churches to- 
day in all our cities where the Word of God 
is never preached, but on the contrary there 
is one endless round of plays, and eats, and 
festivities, and heresy, while in every one 
of these churches, there are a few men and 
women that are hungering for God’s Word, 
and are sorely grieved for the way that the 
church is drifting. 

We also have these Lazaruses in every 
community who are pleading for the Word 
of God; and the church boards and machin- 
ery not only denies them the crumbs that 
they are rejecting, but constantly taunts and 
snubs them, because they will not take part 
in their ungodly doings. The rich man re- 
presents the nominal church of today. 
Nominal means, “in name only.” The nom- 
inal church is in one great round of festiv- 
ities and good things, as the world goes to- 
day; putting on man-made programs; put- 
ting on a great show of religion, but deny- 
ing the real power behind the throne. 

The beggar or true church, here designat- 
ed as Lazarus, is at the door of the nominal 
church, begging for the crumbs that are 
falling from the rich man’s table. The beg- 
gar died and was carried, by the angels to 
Abraham’s bosom, which shows the catching 
up of the Bride or true church, to be with 
their Lord, out of the way of the terrible 
persecutions which the Antichrist will bring 
upon the earth. 

As soon as the true church is “caught up,” 
the rich man (nominal church), has nothing 
to hide behind, and soon dies. In Hades he 
lifts up his eyes being in torments, and sees 
Lazarus in Abraham’s bosom, happy and 
contented.

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SCIENCE AND GENESIS 
By Dudley Joseph Whitney 
Exeter, California 


(Editor’s Note: For some time 
it has been the wish of this 
Editor to deliver to The Defend- 
er Family a series of Evolution 
articles, each one complete in 
itself; and yet possessing a con- 
necting line of thought. It has 
been our wish that these manu- 
scripts should be prepared in 
simp!e language for high school 
pupils and the layman.

For several generations 
certain early Christians believed that the 
Greek philosophers were correct in their un- 
derstanding of the history of the earth. Sev- 
eral times during Church history Genesis 
has been on the defensive against the the- 
ories of scientists. When Josephus, the 
great Jewish historian, wrote, the Genesis 
account was taken as strictly accurate. La- 
ter several of the early church fathers were 
believers in the science of Aristotle and in 
the speculations of the other Greek philo- 
sophers and they proceeded to spiritualize 
some of the Genesis account, or perhaps to 
force the Scriptures to say what they did 
not say. 

Then in the dawn of modern history, a 
century or a century and a half ago, the 
process of setting aside Genesis and putting 
“science” in its place began in more syste- 
matie fashion. In whatever direction science 
tended, there Genesis had to point also, for 
in those days Genesis was generally be- 
lieved. The statement was not made, “Sci- 
ence shows this to be a fact, and therefore 
Genesis is wrong,” but the process began, 
“Science shows this to be a fact, and there- 
fore Genesis has to mean this. “This kept 
up until finally Genesis was rejected entire- 
ly. Today, Genesis is said to be out-of-date. 

Josephus, for example, took the Genesis 
account to tell of the direct ordering of the 
earth and the creation of plants and animals 
upon it in six literal days. Augustine 
thought the earth reached its present condi- 
tion by a manner of growth through long pe- 
riods of time, and believed that God worked 
by indefinite germ creation, so he (Augus- 
tine) changed literal days into periods, salv- 
ing his faith, by calling these assumed pe- 
riods of development “ineffible days.” 


Science, Geology and the Deluge 


In the beginnings of modern science, Gen- 
esis was believed and the fossils were con- 
sidered, the result of the Flood except where 
some speculated that they might be remains 
of the original creation. 

Then Laplace worked out his “nebular 
hypothesis,” for the naturalistic origin of 
the solar system and pronounced it the key 
idea of the philosophy of evolution when he 
said, “Sire, in this system there is no need 
of God.” 

The geologists took up the speculation 
about the history of the earth where Laplace 
left it and worked out the scheme of mod- 
ern geologic history, making the earth a 
gradually cooling and shrinking globe ages 


t+ 


old. This made a belief in evolution inev- 
itable and “transcendental anatomy” with 
virtually all of the modern arguments for 
organic evolution was widely accepted by 
scholars long before Darwin achieved fame 
for his “Origin of Species.” 

Christian scholars, foolishly thinking that 
they had to be in accord with all the claims 
made in the name of science, mostly swal- 
lowed the nebular hypothesis; then they 
swallowed Sir Charles Lyell’s theory of ge- 
ologic history, with the various ages, and in 
doing so they had to alter the literal-day 
creation of Genesis into indefinite periods 
which were not creation. Thus the great 
Christian statesman, Gladstone, in his de- 
fense of Genesis against Huxley, made his 
fight on the basis that science was correct 
in earth history and that the days of crea- 
tion were geologic ages. And even before 
Gladstone, the attempt had been made to 
believe both geology and literal-day crea- 
tion by assuming that the geologic ages 
were topped by a pre-Adamic ruin and re- 
construction. 

And of course, as George McCready Price 
has pointed out, organic evolution’s strong- 
est argument is the theory of geologic ages: 
if creation is to be strung out for millions 
of years, a belief in origin by descent rather 
than by creation is almost inevitable, so in 
due time the greater part of the Christian 
theologians found themselves surrendering 
Genesis almost entirely ‘and adopting the 
theory of evolution in their efforts to be in 
harmony with science. 

The outcome justifies the words of the sec- 
ond Psalm, “He that sitteth in the heavens 
shall laugh; the Lord shall have them in 
derision.” All of this surrender of Genesis 
to science has been the surrender of truth to 
error, the surrender of supernatural revela- 
tion to foolish human speculation falsely 
called science, for in every particular where 
science and Genesis have differed Genesis is 
NOW being found right and science, falsely 
so-called, wrong. 


The Fall of the Nebular Hypothesis 


The first great step in Satan’s propagan- 
da to introduce the doctrine of naturalistic 
philosophy (evolution) was the theory of the 
nebular hypothesis — to get the earth and 
the rest of the solar system in operation 
naturally rather than by an act of creation. 
This a great dise of “star dust” was as- 
sumed to extend hundreds of millions of 
miles through space, condensing into a cen- 
tral body, the sun, and into secondary globes 
like the earth and the other planets. In 
their admiration for this fine theory the 
scholars embraced it joyfully, though rea- 
lizing all the time (when they stopped to 
think the matter through) that the theory 
was faulty in many ‘places. Finally two 
American scientists, a geologist and an 
astronomer, Drs. Chamberlain and Moulton, 
of Chicago University, started to work the 
thing through and by the time they finished, 
not a physical scientist on earth accepted 
that nebular hypothesis, of which the origin- 
ator had said, “In this system there is no 
need of God.” 


Unfortunately Chamberlain and Moulton 
thought that they should substitute some 
other kind of naturalistic origin of the solar 
system for the one they destroyed, and so 
worked up their “planetesimal hypothesis,” 
which they later altered. Then British phys- 
icists worked over the wreckage that the 
American scientists had caused and devised 
the “tidal theory,” which is hardly more 
than a variant of the original Chamberlain 
and Moulton idea. In both of these a pass- 
ing star is assumed to have disrupted our 
sun long ago and from portions of the sun 
made the earth and the other planets. 

Of both of these theories the best that 
can be said of them is, “A poor thing, sir, 
but the best we can do.” They are fanciful 
speculations, contradicted by numerous fea- 
tures of the solar system. For one thing, no 
material pulled out from the sun, or shot 
out from the sun, could possibly take the al- 
most circular orbits of the eight planets; it 
would follow paths much more like those of 
the comets. Secondly, the rotation of their 
moons will not fit such theories. 

Without going into detail upon these sub- 
jects one can simply say that: Whatever 
God did or did not do in bringing the earth 
into the condition it was in when Creation 
Week started, the astronomers are absolute- 
ly and entirely helpless in even making a 
plausible guess as to how the earth and the 
rest of the solar system came into exist- 
ence. There is positively not a single word 
that science can add to the statement, “In 
the beginning God created the heaven and 
the earth.” Whatever is added is pure spec- 
ulation. Every naturalistic theory for the 
origin of the earth is as great a failure as 
Laplace’s theory, which the scholars first 
welcomed with open arms. 

In this matter a few details can be men- 
tioned: Scientists DO NOT know that the 
earth was very hot and gradually cooled 
down. There are fully as strong reasons 
(naturally speaking) for believing it start- 
ed cool and small as that it started 
hot and molten. And also, every attempt 
to estimate the age of the earth and its ear- 
ly condition is a complete and absolute fail- 
ure. One lot of data suggests a very old 
earth; another lot of data shows that the 
earth in anything like its present condition 
cannot possibly be very old. For all science 


‘shows the chronology of Ussher making 


what we call Creation 4,004 B. C. is just as 
good a date as any, though possibly Ussher’s 
figures should be modified somewhat. Now, 
I have not given the reasons for these state- 
ments, but I have the reasons available for 
the minute that any scientist offers to con- 
tradict them. 
The Fall of the Geologic Ages 

The fact is very apparent to every one 
that reads the history of science that mod- 
ern geology is the child of Laplace’s nebular 
hypothesis. Start with a solar system evolv- 
ing from a nebula, and assuming a cooling 
and shrinking earth, and an unavoidable as- 
sumption is a very old earth gradually 
reaching its present condition. Well and 
good, provided the earth is old and cooling 
and shrinking; very bad and unscientific pro- 
vided the earth is not cooling and shrinking 
and provided science is playing blindman’s 
buff in a thousand acre field in guessing 
about the origin of the earth. 

The wind and the rain wear away the 
mountains and put most of the worn away 
material in the ocean at the mouths of riv- 
ers. However, great mountain masses are 
composed of material once deposited in wa-

Christ’s Final Counsel 

The counsel of Christ to those of the Lao- 
dicean period is of utmost importance in the 
present hour (Rev. 3:18). We are first 
counselled to buy of Him gold tried in the 
fire that we may be rich. It will cost a man 
something for every bit of God’s truth and 
of spiritual experience he gets in these last 
days. It is not a matter of money (Isa. 
55:1). Those who are unwilling to sacrifice 
of time, to put forth an effort, to give up 
worldly pleasures — and otherwise to pay 
the price, will be without these imperishable 
riches. Note also that these things are to 
be purchased of none other than Christ Him- 
self. Those who go to the cults and isms 
and the philosophies and sciences of the 
world, will be disappeiated. Everything 
needed for these days will be found wrapped 
up in Christ (Col. 2:9). 

What is this “gold tried in the fire?” (cf. 
Jas. 1:7). We believe it means an inner life 
enriched by the presence of Christ through 


faith — a heart that loves, trusts and obeys 
Him, however trying the days may be. It is 
only this that can make one rich in these 


last days. It is only this wealth that we 
can take when we are called to drop every- 
thing and rise to meet the coming Lord. 
Are we in possession of this gold? Are we 
willing to pay the price?

“PASTORS, POLITICIANS, PACI- 
FISTS.” By L. F. Smith and E. B. Jones. 
Published by The Constructive Educational 
Publishing Co. Price $1.00. 222 pages. 


This book is a demolishing exposure of 
the Federal Council of Churches, the mo:i- 
ernistic organization which poses as the of- 
ficial voice of American Protestantism. 
Twenty-eight denominations pour money in- 
to its heretical coffers each year. “Pastors, 
Politicians, Pacifists’” does not deal in mere 
general terms; it gives dates, names and 
quotations. It has a topical index and a 
carefully prepared chart showing the ramifi- 
cations of the Federal Council. 

It protests vigorously against the Coun- 
cil’s inevitable tendency toward a combina- 
tion of Church and State. In an open letter 
to the Council, we read, “The attempt to in- 
fluence the actions of Congress and public 
officials through bringing pressure to bear 
as organized churches is something else 
again and to that I am  uncompromis- 
ingly opposed. That is merely a new the- 
ocracy, not even as frank as the old theocra- 
cies, for this new theocracy stands in the 
background and brings pressure to bear in- 
stead of shouldering the full responsibilities 
for its course.” 

The crux of the volume is an effort to 
show that the Federal Council is dominated 
by a spirit of Communism and that its lead- 
ership is tied in, with various radical organ- 
izations. If what it says is true, every real 
Christian in America is justified in turning 
against the Council, while every denomiiia- 
tion is morallv obligated to withdraw its fi- 
nancial support; if what it says is not true, 
certainly the authors have laid themselves 
open to prosecution by virtue of their sturt- 
ling statements. 

The Communistie charge is summed up on 
page 182 in an open letter to the Council, 
“Did you have the facts that IT have sub- 
mitted in this tetter, or facts similar to 
them, prior to the action taken as set forth 
in the minutes of which you sent me a copy ? 
If you did have them, were you consciously 
acting as ‘reserves’ for the Communist 
forces? If you did not have them — espe- 
cially as thev are matters about which all 
students of the movement were informed -— 
by what authority do you claim to advise 
22,000,000 Protestant members’ on the 
course of action? ... If you did have these 
facts why do your recommendations parallel 
exactly what the Communist International 
wishes ?” 

The above ietter discusses the China re- 
volutionary situation, on which the Council 
had just made an official pronouncement that 
Was in exact parallel with the Lenin Rus- 
sian policy. 

Most damaging of sil is the X-ray exam- 
ination made into the personal lives of the 
“Activity Personnel” of the Federal Council. 
It is found that the lenders are invariably 
identified with radical, liberal and modern- 
istie organizations. The leaders thus X-rayed 
include S. Parkes Cadman, Bishop Charles 





H. Brent, Samuel Cavert, Edward L. Devine, 


Sidney L. Gulick, Henry Goddard Leach, 
3ishop Francis J. McConnell, Bishop William

“THE VIRGIN BIRTH OF CHRIST.” By 
J. Gresham Machen. Published by Harper 
& Brothers. Price $5.00. 415 pages, 613 
x91% inches. 


At first glance the price of this volume 
may seem prohibitive but what is $5.00 in- 
vested in such an array of Scriptural, his- 
torical and scientifical truth as we have be- 
fore us. This comprehensive treatise should 
be in the library of every pastor who would 
be up-to-date in his thinking. We venture 
to say that no finished scholar can read this 
defense of the Immaculate Conception and 
have the least doubt as to the authenticity 
of the New Testament narrative. 

The greatest theological question of the 
hour is “Was Jesus of Nazareth born with- 
out a human father?” This is the outstand- 
ing question of the present day controversy 
and indeed in every crisis in the history of 
the church, this has been the ever reoccur- 
ring question. Dr. Machen assembles histo- 
ric and documentary evidence and argues 
for the validity of this great doctrine. He 
has a right to be heard. He is one of the 
greatest living Greek scholars. He is, also, 
a professor of New Testament in Westmin- 
ster Theological Seminary, Philadelphia, and 
the author of many books. Until his con- 
science warned him that inroads were be- 
ing made into Princeton Seminary he was 
a teacher in that institution. “Was Jesus 
Christ Messiah or was He a Bastard?” Dr. 
Machen throws the weight of his whole 
magnificent intellect on the affirmative side. 

Here is a volume that will stand as long 
as there are books and Bibles in the world. 
It will be greeted with the utmost enthusi- 


asm by every sincere student of deep Chris- 
tian subjects. In considering the negative 
side of the controversy the author wants to 
know where such an idea as the virgin birth 
could have originated if there was no fact 
behind it. He says, “If the virgin birth of 
Christ was not a fact, the idea of the vir- 
gin birth certainly was; and as a fact it 
requires some explanation.” He braces him- 
self deliberately to answer and confoun.t 
every skeptic, no matter what arrument 1s 
raised in an effort to cast reflections upon 
the chastity of Mary and the Deity of Christ. 

No scholar needs to be misguided any lon- 
ger on this tremendous theme. If Jesus 
Christ was virgin-born He was the super- 
natural revelation of God. If He was not 
virgin born He was an insane, egotist and 
the greatest impostor that ever lived. 





“REVELATION — CHRIST’S RETURN.”

Rev. Wight is a profound student of the 
prophecies and has written extensively on 
eschatological subjects.

It is significant 
to note that the Patmos Vision is being 
studied more today, perhaps, than at any 
time since it was written.

Wight grapples with many mooted ques- 
tions of interpretation, expresses himself 
frankly, and sometimes in a manner that 
contradicts the views of others — and this 
is a reason why the book should recommend 
itself to best thinking.

The application would be that these fool- 
ish virgins were professing Christians. They 
knew the doctrines. They were born-again 
believers. They even believed in the doc- 
trine of the second coming, but they were 
not ready. They lacked oil. They had a 
form of godliness, an intellectual concept, 
but they were not ready. 

Oil is a type of the Spirit. If you have 
oil, your lamp will shine. Said the Christ 
on another occasion, “Let your light so 
shine.” Your doctrinal statement must be 
backed up with the power of a shining life. 
One admirable trait in connection with Wes- 
ley’s preaching was his rigid demand for 
clean living. Perhaps he did not sound the 
depths of grace, and possibly he did not em- 
phasize the “Eternal security of the believ- 
er,” but let one meet Wesley’s requirements 
for clean living and the “security” of that 
one will never be brought into question. His 
preaching placed wholesome restraint upon 
the conscience. The foolish virgins lacked 
oil; they lacked a Spirit-filled, Spirit-anoint- 
ed experience! They were not ready. 

There is a marriage feast coming in the 
end of this age. In the Revelation it is 
called the “Marriage Supper.” In the Song 
of Solomon it is ealled the “Banqueting 
House.” It comes when the bridegroom ap- 
pears. It is the glorious event which ac- 
companies the translation of the church. 
The wise, Spirit-baptized, expectant virgins 
will be admitted to this feast. The believers 
who possess the virgin life of Christ in their 
hearts and are prepared, knowing as they 
do the prophecies which relate to His com- 
ing this bedy of believers “SHALL BE 
CAUGHT UP TOGETHER WITH THEM 
IN THE CLOUDS, TO MEET THE LORD 
IN THE AIR.” 

“Watch therefore.” 

While the saints are at the marriage 
feast, entering into the eternal wedded state 
with Christ the Bridegroom, the world will 
be passing through the most terrible period 
of suffering in the history of our humanity. 
Jesus said, “For then shall be great tribula- 
tion.” 





Difficult to Grasp 

It is impossible to wrap the human mind 
around this stupendous miracle. The trans- 
lation of the church will be one of the great 
dramatie periods of history. What an hour! 
What a crisis! Homes, cities, nations sud- 
denly thrown into turmoil, saints missing 
everywhere! But because so many strange 
things will be happening, such iniquity shall 
abound, nature will be so torn and ravaged, 
the heavens and earth and sea will be in 
such convulsions, immorality will be so 
seething like hell-broth, war and disease 
and suffering will be so burning the race 
out in the white fires of its own lusts, the 
people remaining on the earth-plane will get 
only a passing thrill out of the departure 
of the believers. There will be a puzzled 
look on faces for a time, but so many thing's 
beyond finite comprehension will be happen- 
ing that the rank and file of people will soon 
pass over the event and forget, having been 
unable to grasp its meaning. This is the 
hour in which Satan will be making His 
final attempt for permanent world dominion. 

If these things seem strange and fantastic 
to us now, let it be remembered that the 
changes wrought between now and_ then 
will be so great and revolutionary, that 
when the tribulation breaks it will seem to 
be the natural result of causes already set

in motion. If there is some sincere skepti- 
cism at this point on the part of honest 
Christians; if it is difficult to understand 
how the translation of the church could be; 
if it seems to be too great a draft on the 
faith of some one, let it be remembered that 
it is a MIRACLE. That’s all, it is simply 
the arm of God being moved to SUPER- 
NATURAL ACTION. Miracles are never 
understood. 
The Scientific Element 

Notice two things. Jesus, referring to 
the translation, says it will be instant over 
the whole planet. Saints will be lifted from 
every part of the world. Every “kindred 
and tongue” will be represented at the mar- 
riage feast. In two different Gospels, the 
Lord gives us the scientific setting. He 
says two will be plowing in the field when 
the clock strikes — it will, therefore, be 
NOON on that side of the earth. Two will 
be grinding at the mill; the meal was 
ground in the morning’ hours in ancient 
times; therefore it will be MORNING on 
another side of the earth. Two men will be 
sleeping in a bed, one shall be taken and 
the other left, which means that it will be 
NIGHT on another side of the earth. 

Noon, morning, night; instant the 
world over when He calls. 

In Paul’s first letter to the Corinthians 
he says that the translation shall take place, 
“IN A MOMENT, IN THE TWINKLING 
OF AN EYE.” We are informed that the 
word “moment” also implies, if it does not 
actually state, that the change shall be in 
“the substance.” This is to say that your 
spirit which permeates your flesh and dwells 
in every cell of your body, will suddenly be 
quickened by the action of the Spirit of 
Christ upon you, to the point where the cell 
structure will be lifted to a higher level of 
vibration. Thus, the living believer will 
never see death; “WE SHALL BE 
CHANGED.” 

No scientist ean tell you what the life is 
which pulsates through your body cells be- 
cause that life is YOU. You are a spirit; 
you do net have a spirit; you are a spirit 
and you have a body. You dwell in every 
cell of your body; (the body is “the earthly 
house of our tabernacle”) and when you, the 
real you is “quickened,” your physical body 
will feel the effect of this quickening pro- 
cess, and “this corruptible”’ must put on in- 
corruption,” “this mortal must put on im- 
mortality.” 

The Mystery of the Air 


“To meet the Lord in the air.” 

This is ‘an interesting statement. How 
ean it be? How could the saints meet the 
Lord in the air? Higher critics have scoffed 
at the thought. Honest Bible believers have 
been forced to accept it in blind faith. Now, 
for the first time we begin to understand, 
scientifically, how this strange thing could 
be. 

The world is becoming “air minded.” We 
are developing an air consciousness. We go 
through the air like a fish travels through 
water. Air knowledge is revolutionizing the 
affairs of life. The atmosphere is giving up 
its secrets. We are penetrating its myster- 
ies. In June of this year, a wealth of new 
information was added to our fund of air 
knowledge. 

From Augsburg, Germany, a yellow, rub- 
berized gasbag lifted itself gracefully, pul- 
ling beneath it a seven-foot aluminum sphere 
in which two scientists were safely riding 
and from which a Swiss flag was flying. The 
name of the balloon was CH-113. The names 
of the scientists were Auguste Piccard, age 


47 and Charles Kipfur, age 27. Their goal 
was to rise above the atmosphere into the 
stratosphere, up, up, and up to see what 
there was to be seen, to study the intensity 
of cosmic rays at that altitude. 

The world waited in breathless suspense. 
The balloon soon disappeared from sight. 
It rose above the highest point ever reached 
by human being until that time, 43,166 feet. 
It continued until it eventually reached the 
unthinkable distance of ten miles above the 
earth-plane. For more than fifteen hours it 
floated. About 9 p. m. CH-118 settled upon 
an Austrian glacier and scientists Piceard 
and Kipfur had a new story to tell. 

Said Piccard, “Our ascent was of fairy- 
like beauty. The rare glances from the ca- 
bin windows belong to the most beautiful 
which I have ever seen in my life.” It was 
75 devrees below zero outside, but by care- 
ful preparations the scientist experienced 
a temperature of 106 degrees above, inside 
their cabin. 

If, with our crude, fumbling, limited 
knowledge, we are able io produce a device 
in which men éan live fifteen hours ten miles 
above the surface of the earth, shall we 
think that the Christ Who made the world 
shall be so limited in power that He can not 
sustain His own for three-and-one-half 
years, while the nations below are undergo- 
ing tribulation? 

The stratosphere is thought to be a rare- 
fied layer, presumably twenty miles deep, 
encountered about eight miles above’ the 
earth’s surface. The temperature is thought 
to be stationary at about 75 degrees below 
zero. Scientists believe that about forty 
miles beyond the stratosphere there is a lay- 
er of iodized gases, from which radio waves 
“bounce like light rays from a mirror.” It 
is reasonably certain that no rain or clouds 
ever exist in the stratosphere belt. 

Piccard says, “I firmly believe that within 
a few years, it will be possible to remain in 
the stratosphere for days or even weeks.” 

Yes, Mr. Piceard, so do i.

Christ will return, but not until then. That 
is post-millennialism. 

The pre-millennialist believes that Jesus 
Christ is coming before the millennium. He 
believes that Jesus Christ is going to usher 
in the millennium. He does not believe that 
the present-day Church is to establish the 
Golden Age, or to bring in the reign of 
peace. He knows that the Church cannot. 
But believes that Jesus Christ Himself, 
after He has gathered out “a people for His 
name,” as He Himself has stated, “will re- 
turn,” and will reign for a thousand years 
in millennial splendor. Now, the pre-mitlen- 
nialist is optimistic in his outlook on the 
future, while the post-millennialist must be 
pessimistic, if he is willing to face the facts. 

I have two things left to say, and I will 
say them very briefly. I want to say, first, 
that the incentive to a holy life is the hope 
of the Second Coming of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Luke 21:34-36: “And take heed to 
yourselves, lest at any time your hearts be 
overcharged with surfeiting and drunken- 
ness.” “Oh, but,’ you say, “I don’t get 
drunk and I don’t need this warning.” Yes, 
but don’t speak so quickly. Listen while I 
read the rest of the verse: “And cares of 
this life, and so that day come upon you 
unawares. For as a snare shall it come on 
all them that dwell on the face of the whole 
earth. Watch ye, therefore, and pray al- 
ways, that ye may be accounted worthy to 
escape all these things that shall come to 
pass, and to stand before the Son of man.” 

There is nothing in the world that dims 
the vision of the return of Jesus Christ like 
the cares and responsibilities and obliga- 
tions of this life, the petty cares and anxie- 
ties, the home cares, the office responsibili- 
ties, the financial burdens. Therefore, we are 
warned. Our Lord tells us to beware lest 
He should come when we are so taken up 
with the burdens and the responsibilities 
and the cares of this life that we are not 
ready to meet Him, and we are ushered into 
His presence unprepared. He ‘warns us. 
That is why you and I ought to lay aside 
the routine of everyday life, our business 
ares, our home responsibilities, and forget 
them, and gather to the house of God, or 
get alone in the privacy of our own room, 
often for meditation, and keep our attention 
focused on the hope of His return. 

Listen again in First John the second 
chapter and twenty-eighth verse, to these 
words: “And now, little children, abide in 
Him, that when He shall appear, we may 
have confidence and not be ashamed before 
Him at His coming.” 

Let me say that there are going to be 
countless thousands of believers who will be 
ashamed when they are ushered into the 
presence of the Lord Jesus Christ. Now, I 
know the common belief. I know that the 
regularly accepted belief of the day is this, 
that the very moment a Christian dies, he 
enters everlasting bliss; that the very mo- 
ment a Christian departs this life, he goes 
to a place of happiness. I want to say that 
if you study God’s Word, you will find out 
that this is not the case. Every Christian is 
not prepared, even though he may be saved 
by the blood of Jesus Christ, even though 
he may have been born of the Holy Ghost. 
Tens of thousands of believers are going to 
leave their bodies and stand before the Lord 
with downeast eyes, ashamed in His pres- 
ence. And if you can think of any punish- 
ment more terrible than that, I would like 
you to name it. For a Christian to be ush- 


t 


ered into the presence of the Lord Jesus and 
immediately become conscious of shame and 
guilt, lose his reward, miss the crown, and 
hear His Lord’s words of disapproval, will 
mean the most intense mental and spiritual 
anguish. And, there are some who are go- 
ing to be ashamed. If you are not living 
out and out for God, if you are hobnobbing 
with the world, if you are allowing sin in 
you life, if you are living in a backslidden 
condition, I want to say to you that you are 
going to be ashamed when you are ushered 
into the presence of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

The last thing I want to say is this, tha 
the return of the Lord Jesus Christ is the 
comfort of the believer. You remember what 
Paul said in Thessalonians, when he con- 
cluded his message on the Second Advent. 
He added this closing word: “Wherefore, 
comfort one another with these words.” 

Death, and separation, and martyrdom, 
and sacrifice, and persecution, and anything 
else in the way of affliction that can ever 
come to the believer, loses its power and be- 
comes less terrible because of the comfort- 
ing hope of the Coming of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. And it was because of this that the 
early Christians were able to go to the lions, 
to death, and were willing to be burned to 
the stake. They said: “This is your day 
now, Nero; it is going to be His day in a 
little while. This is your day now, per- 
secutors: it is going to be our Lord’s 
day hereafter. You have the upper hand 
today; He is going to have the upper 
hand at last. This is not the end of the 
story. This does not complete the program. 
You take our life now, you martyr us here, 
but we are going to be exalted hereafter. 
Our Lord is coming back again, and then, 
Nero, and then, Alexander, and then, Napo- 
leon, your throne is going to seem like the 
plaything of a child, in comparison with the 
throne of our monarch, our Lord, and our 
God, for He must reign from the rivers to 
the ends of the earth. His dominion is an 
everlasting dominion; it will have no end.” 
Ah ves, His day is coming — “wherefore, 
comfort one another with these words.” 

There are men and women here who do 
not know Jesus. There are men and women 
here who are not saved. There are men 
and women here who have listened to this 
message, but they will be ashamed before 
Him at His Coming. There are things in 
their lives that they would not want Him to 
see. They are compromising with the world, 
they are hobnobbing with sin, they are not 
clear-cut, they do not live out and out for 
the Lord Jesus Christ, they are not one 
hundred percent for God. He is not getting 
their undivided attention. They are serving 
God some days, but they are serving them- 
selves and the world and Satan other days. 
And God is ealline and saying, in view of 
His return, “Wherefore, come out from 
among them, and be ve separate, and touch 
not the unclean thing, and I will receive you 
and be a Father unto you and ye shall be 
my sons and daughters, saith the Lord. Be 
not unequally yoked together with unbeliev- 
ers. 

Jesus Christ can break every fetter, He 
can snap every chain, He can conquer that 
besetting sin, He can set you absolutely at 
liberty. He can make you a free man, He 
can emancipate you, if you will only give 
Him a chanee. He can give you all the 
streneth of character you need. He can 
sanctify vour will power, until you can do 
what vou could not do. He will work 
through you. and make you _ victorious. 
Then, when He comes, vou will not be 
ashamed. You will be glad, you will wel- 
come Him, you will rejoice.
